The Text Explained and Illumined 

Trouble at Antioch of Syria, verse 
1.—As our last lesson stated, Paul re¬ 
ported to tho church at Antioch In 
Syria ’all things that God had done 
with them," and gave as the great re¬ 
sult of their work the fact that "God 
had opened a door of faith unto tho 
Gentiles." When tho nows reached 
the church at Jerusalem, they found 
the door unto the Gentiles too wide 
alar to suit them. 

Until Paul took up the work, the 
Christian churches, like the Jewish 
synagogues, had been composed of 
Jews and proselytes, tho proselytes 
being Gentiles who had received the 
Jewish rite of circumcision. In at¬ 
tendance at the services there were 
also the "God-fearing’’ or "devout" 
Gentiles, who. not having been cir¬ 
cumcised, were not In "full fellow¬ 
ship" with the rest. That God was 
no respecter of persons Peter had 
learned at Joppa, aud the Jerusalem 
Church, after hearing all the circum¬ 
stances in legard to the baptism of 
tfie Gentile Cornelius and his house¬ 
hold. had glorified God, saying. Then 
to the (lenities also hath God granted 
repentance unto life.” 

The truth, however, had been ap¬ 
plied In only a few special cases, and 
the far-reaching consequences to the 
Church had not been foreseen. Now 
a crisis was reached. Certain mem¬ 
bers or the Jerusalem Church came to 
Antioch and declared that unless all 
were circumcised according to the
